on their parole ; and unable again to take up
their arms until the conditions have been per-
formed upon which their cgptivity has «been
terminated. " :
I'he Government of the Confederate States,
ifi the creation of which South-Carolina uuited
with 'her sister States, lus suspended its civil
und military anthority, und the high dugy- of
providing measures for the weifare of its citi-
zens, by a stern necessity, has been developed
opon the Goveriment of the State. o
In thisyunespeeted termination of the active
powers of Government, in peace and in war,
which-South Carolina grauted to theé common
Government of the Confiderate States, cireums
stances luve ‘reudered ihe condition of this
State one of peculiar embarrassment,  Decply
suffering [rém tlic consequences of the war, ‘'in
wany respeets, in nome is that suffering - more
peculiatly trying than in the misery which
uow, alleets a covsiderableportion of its popn-*
lation; which threatens a targer portion,~ and,
may involve the whole of sit in the suflering
which want, approaching starvation, has pro-
duced and wili prodnce. The lnrge supplivs
{ contriljuiet] to the support of the armics of the
Contederation had beun given at a time when
abundanee enabled the population to’ bear its
withdrawal without aggmvated suffering. But
the great destruction of means of subsistence
at the present time, and the difficulties of se-
curing it in the future by tire next. crop, had,
even. before'the reverses whick befell the armies,
of the Confederation, satisfed all that it would
be impossible to part with'the supplies which
bad been gatbered for the armies, without de-
stroying the sppport.of the population, in many|
ortions of the State. And attempts were made:
to inforf the authorities of the Confederate
Government, that not onoly the spprebension
but the certainty of evil consequences would
prevent the removal of all'sach sapplies.

Confederatiori, the necessity for these supplies
bas ceased ; with the remobal of that necessity
arises the stronger obligation upon the anthor-
ities of the State, to preserve these supplies for
the mitigatipn of the suffering of the ptaple of
the State. To that epd, therefors, it is now

of the State, should be turned: over to and
aceounted for by the agents of the State ap-
pointed for tifht purpose© The subs®tence
and other stores to_be wsed for the rolief of the
people bf the State, and the other Property .of
whatever kind to be held for the common
beuchit of the State, and sybjeet to such distri-
bution us may be *hereafter determinéd upon
by the.proper authoritics.of thé State.
